Since assuming office, Commissioner 
McComb of Oklahoma has been doing 
considerable pruning.

Attitude of the Commissioner 
Commissioner McComb says: 


In refusing and cancelling the license of a 
company, I am acting solely upon the statutes of 
Oklahoma, and the authority vested in me as in- 
surance commissioner. I would be only too glad 
to see every insurance organization of the United 
States doing business in Oklahoma, but unless 
they can come up to the requirements exacted by 
the law, then they must stay out of the state. 
Life insurance is by far too sacred a thing to 
have if made ridiculous, and it shall not be so 
so long as I am insurance commissioner and the 
Statutes what they now are. 

Will Go Even Farther 

I even propose going farther. I shall exercise 
every possible endeavor to accomplish the enact- 
ment of even more stringent laws than those now 
in force, but in doing so I shall not overlook the 
fact that the companies, as well as the public, 
are entitled to some consideration. In fact I 
Shall seek to have only such laws upon our 
Statute as will deal equitably with both company 
and patron, protecting one as well as the other, 
but I shall exact, so long as I am in office, a 
Strict adherence to facts and honesty. 

any companies have complained of my meth- 
ods of demanding explanations with reference to 
annual statements. It might as well be under- 
stodo, from the beginning, that, I am not ac- 
cepting annual statements upon their face simply

On the site of Fort Stephenson, famous for the 
heroic fight of Major Crogham against the British 
in 1813, is located the Birchard library, presented 
by the late Sardis Birchard, and containing 
20,000 volumes of valuable books, as well as 
many interesting and beautiful relics. 

Fremont is the county seat of Sandusky 
county, a county without a dollar of debt. It is 
located in the garden spot of Ohio, and is sur- 
rounded by rich and productive farms and 
gardens. 

Fort Stephenson is unique in being the only fort 
in this country smemreel in its original dimen- 
sion, with its original armament and with the 
body of its defender, whose remains were brought 
from the family burying grounds in Kentucky, 
through the instrumentality of Col. Webb C. 
Hayes, Aug. 2, 1906.

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SAYS CRITICISM IS UNJUST 


OBJECTS TO SPECIAL’S LETTER 





Manufacturers’ Appraisal Company 
Outlines Its Position and Tells 
About Its Work for Clients 





Cleveland, Ohio, May 11.—To the 
Editor—I note the criticism visited on 
the Manufacturers Appraisal Confpany 
by a special agent. I believe that this 
criticism is entirely unfair to us. We 
have nothing to conceal in our busi- 
ness, and we do not believe that we 
ever make any claims concerning the 
work furnished by us to manufacturers 
that the appraisement will not bear out 
in complete details. 

The manufacturing plant referred to 
is that of J. Regester’s Sons Company 
at Baltimore. The appraisement of this 
plant was made in the autumn of 1903, 
and the date of completing the appraise- 
ment and typewriting was Dec. 8, 1903. 
On reference to our office copy of the 
appraisement I find that machines Nos. 
2, 3, 4, 5 and 53 were put in without 
depreciation. Other machines were de- 
preciated all the way from 5 per cent 
in a number of instances up to 75 per- 
cent on machine No. 84, and 40 percent 
on machine No. 115. It is our custom 
to depreciate machines on the basis of 
the actual condition, without reference 
to age. The rule of applying the ac- 
tual condition from a mechanical stand- 
point as a basis of depreciation, rather 
than age, is modified where a machine 
may have become obsolete by reason 
of improvements in that type of ma- 
chinery. If it is desired to know the 
value of a plant as a going concern, we 
do not believe that any person can jus- 
tify any other point of view than the 
condition of a machine or a building, 
without reference to age. 

Comments on Depreciation 


One can conceive of a machine that 
might be forty or fifty years old, that 
for practical purposes might be just as 
good as a new machine. At the same 
time, in the same plant might be a ma- 
chine six months old that by reason of 
improper usage might be 50 percent de- 
preciated. We aim to apply judgment 
and common sense in the depreciation 
of machines as well as all other feat- 
ures of a manufacturing plant. The 
average depreciation of machinery 
throughout the Regester plant was 9.42 
percent and the depreciations as al- 
ready stated ranged from 0 to 75 per- 
cent upon individual machines. 

With reference to the pattern propo- 
sition, we will say that our appraise- 
ment of patterns did not pretend to be 
any more than an estimate as to totals, 
and it is absurd for anyone to make a 
criticism of the estimate, as our con- 
tract specifically states that the pat- 
terns, unless otherwise stipulated, shall 
be appraised at a “lump” value, to be 
agreed upon between the owner and 
our representatives. If the owner ac- 
knowledged that it was a high valua- 
tion, it must be regarded as evidence 
that he has made material changes in 
the patterns within the last four years. 
We do not pretend that a lump valua- 
tion upon patterns affords a compliance 
with the policy condition requiring 
proof of loss in detail. We very often 
appraise patterns in detail. But, as 
shown in this instance, the amount of 
insurance carried upon patterns bears 
so small a proportion to the actual 
value that the assured can easily prove 
up the total amount of insurance on 
patterns without using the appraise- 
ment. It is entirely unfair for an ad- 
juster to quote such a condition as im- 
plying incorrectness in our appraise- 
ment. 

Will Refigure on a Loss 

This company does not claim that any 
insurance company will pay losses on 
the basis of our appraisement without 
first checking them and proving their 
correctness. There is one other com-

To see what the Calumet has accom- 
plished since the San Francisco disaster, 
turn to its financial exhibit of January 1, 
1908. Its capital is $200,000 the same as 
before. Its assets are $562,736.42 and its 
policyholders’ surplus $366,747.22. Every 
dollar of its assets is invested in first- 
class municipal, railroad and other bonds, 
a class of securities that are high grade 
and selected by the strong financial men 
on the directorate. 

The president of the Calumet is W. 
Irving Osborne, vice-president of the 
Central Trust Company of Illinois, one 
of the leading banking institutions of the 
city at whose head is ex-Comptroller of 
the Currency Charles G. Dawes. The 
Vice-president is James A. Patten, one 
of the largest grain dealers in the United 
States. A. W. Haight is secretary. Mr. 
Haight was one of the leading field men 
of New York before he became connected 
with the Calumet. He is a good under- 
writer and a popular man with agents, 
appreciating their needs. 

Local agents have something of a per- 
sonal interest in the Calumet because of 
the number of their craft on the board. 
In this respect the Calumet differs from 
perhaps any other company, as it has five 
insurance men as directors, they being 
Secretary Haight, Fred S. James, western 
manager of the National of Hartford, 
and head of the big Chicago agency of

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RULING WILL STAND 

Attorney Thomas Bates of Chicago, 
accompanied by Edwin C. Gibbs of 
Neare, Gibbs & Co., Cincinnati, general 
agents of the Federal of New Jersey, 
appeared before the Missouri depart- 
ment concerning its recent ruling pro- 
hibiting fire companies from writing 
certain forms of automobile policies. It 
was explained to the department that 
the companies writing automobile in- 
surance considered this business as 
marine insurance and in the absence of 
any law governing this character of 
risks, and especially as automobile in- 
surance is a new line, most of the in- 
surance commissioners have allowed 
the companies to cover automobiles as 
a marine class. 

The Missouri department, however, 
could not withdraw its ruling and it 
appears to be sustained by the Missouri 
statutes. The department consented to 
allow the policies already issued to 
stand until expiration. Companies writ- 
ing automobile insurance will doubtless 
try to obtain from the next Missouri 
legislature an amendment to the law 
allowing fire companies to write auto- 
mobile risks and provide against pil- 
ferage, collisions and theft, and dam- 
ages from collisions. The department 
will not object to this amendment. 

Meanwhile automobile policies cov- 
ering lines other than actual damage by 
fire will have to be written in Missouri 
in unauthorized companies and Lloyds. 





Reinsures but Will Continue 
The Allegheny Fire has reinsured in 
the Delaware of Philadelphia on a 
basis that will allow it to continue and 


its renewals will not be disturbed. It 
has retired from New York and is 
limiting its business elsewhere. Its 


surplus was reduced because it wrote 
so much term business. 


The company sends out the following 
notice: 


The Allegheny, like many other fire insurance 
companies, during the year 1907 sustained some 
loss by the depreciation in the market value of 
its securities. This, together with the fact that 
at the close of 1907 more than 50 percent of our 
entire premiums in force was on term business, 
the class which requires a large unearned pre- 
mium reserve, caused considerable depletion in 
our net surplus. 

In order to strengthen our position, the officers 
and the directors effected a re-insurance of all 
our outstanding liability, May 6, in the Delaware 
of Philadelphia. By the terms of the reinsurance 
contract the reinsuring company will not inter- 
fere in any manner whatsoever with our agency 
plant, thus protecting our expirations. The 
Allegheny will proceed in business as hereto- 
fore and is liable to the insured for every out- 
standing policy. 

We are pleased to state that we now have 
assets of $291,615.39, a net surplus of $43,187.22 
and $200,000 capital which places the company in 
a much improved financial conditon. 





The Kentucky court of appeals has reversed 
the judgment of the lower court against the 
Aetna in the suit of the Robards Tobacco Com- 
peas.

NEW FLOATER FORM 

In accordance with the amendment to 
Rule 63, “Floating or Schedule Poli- 
cies,” adopted at the last meeting of 
The Union, the following form of float- 
ing policy has been approved, with the 
90 percent reduced rate average clause 
and at a rate of not less than 1% per- 
cent per annum: 


$.... on their interest as vendor, lessor and 
owner in adding machines, while contained in 
any building within the United States, except in 
any building occupied in whole or in part by the 
assured for wholesale and (or) retail store pur- 
poses. 

It is understood and agreed that this insurance

Loss if any shall be adjusted on the basis of 
assured’s interest in the adding machines de- 
stroyed or damaged, and in no event shall this 
company be liable for more than it would cost 
the said assured to replace same with property 
of like kind and a—. It is further under- 
stood and agreed that in the settlement of any 
claim under this policy, this company shall be 
entitled to deduct from the amount of actual loss 
all peymente made to assured by vendee, less 
ratable proportion of vendor’s profit, and in the 
case of leased adding machines or adding ma- 
chines left on trial, a reasonable depreciation 
shall be deducted. 

It is further understood and agreed that loss 
4 any one fire is limited to five adding ma- 
chines. Lightning and 90 percent reduced rate 
clauses attached.

TALK TO ARCHITECTS 

P. D. McGregor, manager of the 
Queen, read a paper before the Chicago 
architects this week, explaining the 
component parts of a rate, the reason 
for the fluctuation, and the elements of 
schedule rating. He urged the archi- 
tects to advise their clients to equip 
buildings with sprinklers in order to 
lessen the fire danger. The saving in 
rate, he said, paid for the equipment in 
a few years. 

Mr. McGregor presented figures 
showing that the lowest average rate 
was found in states where there were 
the least restrictive measures and the 
highest where the regulations were most 
stringent.

In the general discussion which fol- 
lowed, comments were made on the ef- 
fects of fire and water on different 
building materials. It was brought out 
by the architects that their clients for 
the most part want the cost of construc- 
tion reduced to the minimum and it is 
difficult to get them to approve high 
priced material and fire protection de- 
vices. Other architects will draw up 
plans on a more economical basis and 
with their pull with the city authorities 
are able to evade the ordinances. 

The architects declared that city 
councils were more influenced by sellers 
of building material in drawing up 
building ordiances than they were by 
bodies of men who urged restrictions. 
The general opinion was that there is 
no such thing as absolute fire proof 
buildings. No material has yet been 
found that will not succumb to fierce 
heat attacking it irregularly. It can 
not resist the different degrees of ex- 
pansion. All that can be done is to 
use material that will not yield to the 
ordinary ravages of, fire. H

Inland Fire Has Failed 

The Inland Fire of Spokane, which 
has been operating as a mutual, but 
which was being turned into a stock 
company, has gone into a receiver’s 
hands. It wrote some surplus lines 
and was preparing to branch out ex- 
tensively in this direction. Complica- 
tions arose over the reorganization, 
and the company was hit with heavy 
losses. 

It began business in March, 1907, 
with E. C. Arnold, who had been secre- 
tary of the Northwest Mutual Fire of 
Seattle,,as secretary and manager. It 
claimed at first to be operating with a 
guaranty fund of $200,000, but very lit- 
tle of this was ever paid in. Several 
dates were set for its transfer into a 
stock company with $200,000 capital, 
but the money could not be secured. 

The Inland has been in trouble since 
last November and the Washington 
department recently entered upon an 
examination to determine its condition 
at the request of creditors. 

There are about $7,000 unpaid losses 
with over $2,000,000 of liability. It is 
believed that agents’ balances for $11,- 
000 are good, if they can be collected, 
but the only other assets available are 
worth $2,000, with liabilities of over 
$6,000 in addition to the loss claims. 
No assets were available with which to 
effect any reinsurance.

NORTHERN OHIO CONDITIONS 





Lorain Reports Slow Business and Bad 
Collections—Other Towns are 
More Fortunate 





Inquiries among a number of north- 
ern Ohio towns relative to existing 
conditions in general business and in 
the insurance business in particular have 
brought out various replies. For in- 
stance, at Lorain, it is said that the 
manufacturing plants are operating at 
not over 40 percent of their capacity. 
Many of them are unable to carry insur- 
ance while others are reducing their 
lines. Collections have been very hard 
and agents have had difficulty in secur- 
ing enough cash to meet their balances, 
but notwithstanding these facts the 
agents are keeping well in line and 
there has been no trouble. So far as 
the companies are concerned they are 
endeavoring to play even on the aggre- 
gate business but are not urging for 
increases. 


At Shelby it is stated that the fac- 
tories and shops are all in operation ex- 
cept the plant of the Shelby Steel Tube 
Company. As a result the business has 
been very satisfactory and no trouble 
with collections has been encountered. 
There has been some little rate cutting 
but not to any great extent. In New 
Philadelphia business is reported good, 
with the collections fair, while the same 
conditions exist at Piqua, Painesville 
and Steubenville, although at the lat- 
ter two places collections are reported 
rather slow. At Steubenville general 
business conditions are looking brighter. 
Mills and factories are all working, 
some of them on full and others on part 
time. 


Financial conditions at Marion, Ohio, 
are growing better and it is said that 
business has resumed almost its nor- 
mal volume. The insurance business, 
as a result, is in first class condition 
and agents are working together in har- 
mony. Collections have been only fair, 
but it is believed that they are better 
now than in the past. Agents have had 
quite a little difficulty up to this time 
to secure enough cash to keep up their 
running expenses. In a few instances 
patrons have offered notes for pre- 
miums, but this has not been insisted 
upon except where the accounts were 
of considerable size and had run for 
some time without an indication of a 
settlement. 

In only one or two instances of late 
has there been trouble in the way of 
cutting rates or rebating. In one case 
an agent who recently entered the busi- 
ness was tempted to allow rebates in 
order to control a small line or two, 
but it is believed that there will be lit- 
tle trouble in convincing this man that 
his interests lie more in the direction of 
securing a paying business than in cut- 
tin away his commissions, 

The most important change in agency 
firms of late was that of McKinley & 
Gottschall, the latter haying retired

- Talks Made by W. P. Benton, Gus M. 


Wise, E. M. Sellers and George R. 
Burglehaus at Banquet 


Terre Haute, Ind., May 13.—(Special) 
—The annual dinner of the local 
agents last evening was a distinct suc- 
cess.

George R. Burglehaus, the local in- 
spector, took up the question of phys- 
ical hazards. He told improvements 
that might be made under the schedules 
to get lower rates. Many assured pay 
a higher rate than they need because 
they neglect to make improvements. 
Mr. Burglehaus paid a glowing tribute 
to the Terre Haute agents as a con- 
servative, able and energetic set of busi- 
ness men. 





Summer Outing Next Month 

The Indianapolis local association 
met in its monthly meeting Tuesday. 
Reports of the various committees 
were heard and approved. The special 
committee having under consideration 
the investigation of charges of over- 
head writing by the sprinkler syndicates 
did not report, however. 

If furtherance of the movement to 
have an anti-rebate law passed by the 
next legislature, the secretary was in- 
structed to obtain a copy of the Massa- 
chusetts anti-rebate law for the guid- 
ance of the legislative committee in 
preparing the Indiana bill.

equipping hose wagons with chemicals 
and grappling hooks, and the revision 
of the building laws so as to prevent 
the construction of fire traps.

Indianapolis, Ind., May 13.—(Spe- 
cial)—Is that a cloud that stains with 
shadow the serene blue canopy that has 
covered the Indiana field for several 
months? 

It is said that a man, formerly con- 
nected with the Sellers rating bureau, is 
going about calling on people that will 
not pay the rate and showing them how 
they may get the rate reductions. So 
far, so good. But here’s the rub. He 
is said to be steering the business se- 
cured at the lower rates, after the re- 
quirements have been met, to a certain 
company, or two, or three companies, 
perhaps, but more particularly to one 
company. 

He addressed a circular letter to 
every special agent in the state, asking 
for approval of his mission; not, of 
course, the steering feature of it above 
referred to. He suggested further that 
in the light of the missionary work he 
is doing he should be paid by the local 
agents. It is not said that his plan has 
received the approval of either the field 
men or the agents. Another thing that 
has a bearing on the situation is that 
a list of people in the state who would 
not pay the rates has disappeared from 
the rating bureau. The man in question 
is freed from the suspicion of having 
anything to do with the disappearance 
of this list because he had begun his 
special line of work before the list was 
missed. 

What is worrying the special agents 
and local agents, union and nonunion, 
is the fear that this list may be at the 
service of the man through the kindly 
offices of the representative or repre- 
sentatives of the company or compa- 
nies that he is steering the business to. 

“There’s going to be trouble,” it is 
said. And this doubtless is responsible 
a the apparent break in the cloudless 
sky.

TO WATCH THE LEGISLATION 


Organization of Agents Proposed in 
Michigan to Take Up Insurance 
Matters With Law Makers 


——_— 


Detroit, May 11.—(Special Corre- 
spondence)—It has been suggested that 
fire insurance agents form an associa- 
tion to be made up of the better class 
of men doing business in the larger 
cities, with a view of becoming ac- 
quainted with any proposed fire insur- 
ance legislation that may come up at 
the next meeting of the state legisla- 
ture. I think that many laws passed, if 
thoroughly understood by the persons 
who have them in charge before they 
are acted on, would be pigeonholed. 
The representative acts on such knowl- 
edge as he possesses and, if there are 
no protests made, laws are enacted that 
have no merit and as a fact, are detri- 
mental to the interests of all concerned. 
Of course, managers of companies or 
special agents must not be known when 
any proposed insurance laws are pre- 
sented, yet if agents who are the peo- 
ple’s representatives will give the mat- 
ter presented some thought and atten- 
tion and arrange to meet with commit- 
tees having these matters in charge and 
point out where the defects in the pro- 
posed acts lie, they would be altered or 
laid aside. The question will be brought 
up for action at the next meeting of the 
Michigan Association of Local Agents 
and a committee appointed to attend to 
this very important matter. 


Some Detroit agents are looking quite 
serious these days. Business is getting 
dull and collections bad. A good many 
agents make it a rule to pay the com- 
pany’s balances monthly. When busi- 
ness is normal they can do it without 
any very serious inconvenience, but 
when trade drops off and customers 
hold up payments of premiums, the 
agent wonders how he is going to keep 
up the habit. Of course, some agents 
and companies don’t seem to care. They 
do their business on the “catch-as-catch 
can” plan. The worry of keeping bal- 
ances on the right side doesn’t bother 
them. If companies would insist on 
monthly settlements some agents who 
are now in business would have to 
look up another job. 


Special Agent Sutton, who is the head 
of the new organization to be known as 
the Policyholders Service and Adjust- 
ment Company, has secured offices in 
the Majestic building formerly occu- 
pied by Charles L. Raymond and pro- 
poses beginning business at once. It 
strikes me this new proposition is a 
good one and that the gentlemen at the 
head of it, by virtue of their long ser- 
vice as special agents, are qualified to 
conduct the business along proper lines. 
Local agents are a little suspicious of 
firms who undertake examinations or 
criticising forms. If the agent has con- 
fidence in this scheme and believes the 
originators will act only as advisors, 
first consulting agents before suggest- 
ing alterations, they will get the support 
of the agents.

Escaping Gas Causes Explosion 
There were several explosions of gas 
in conduit manholes of a heat and light 
company in the heart of the business 
section of Indianapolis one night re- 
cently. They were caused by leaks in 
the mains of the gas company, the gas 
getting into the conduits and becoming 
ignited in some unknown way. Lids of 
the manholes were thrown high in air 
and windows were broken in wholesale 
houses. The fire department poured 
water into the conduits three hours be- 
fore the burning gas was drowned out.

OKLAHOMA CITY REPORTED ON 








Poor Construction and Weak Fire De- 
partment Cause Danger But Broad 
Streets Help Out 





The Oklahoma Inspection Bureau has 
made a report on conditions at Okla- 
homa City. Buildings in the congested 
district are mostly two and three stories 
in height, and with the wide streets fires 
should reasonably be confined to small 
areas. The water supply has been 
greatly improved in the last two years 
and a pressure of 60 pounds is main- 
tained. Fire pressure can be had up to 
125 pounds. The main feeder is of 
good size, but the fact that there is only 
one is considered a serious matter. The 
mains in the business section have good 
distribution, but are too small. The 
fire department has an insufficient num- 
ber of men and equipment falls far 
short of what a city of this size, 40,000, 
should have. Building laws are crude 
and should be revised at once; the laws 
governing the handling of explosives 
are not enforced. Present ordinance 
permits the keeping of 100 gallons of 
gasoline in buildings or on premises. 
All wiring, both interior and exterior, 
is installed under the supervision of the 
city electrician. Where wiring is found 
to be in a seriously defective condition 
a penalty is included in the estimates 
by the inspection bureau until the de- 
fects are remedied. The National Elec- 
trical Code of 1905, without any modi- 
fications, is adopted in the present elec- 
trical ordinance. Authority is given the 
city electrician by the ordinace to make 
and enforce any additional rules and re- 
quirements as he may deem necessary. 
_ Inside wiring is fair, new wiring be- 
ing installed in accordance with the Na- 
tional code. Some old wiring in bad 
condition. 

There are only three fire resistive 
buildings in the heavily congested dis- 
trict and these are so located that they 
would be of very little benefit as fire 
stops. Brick buildings are of ordinary 
joisted construction. The main hazards 
in these buildings are the usual exposed 
window openings and vertical openings, 
light party walls, non-standard roof 
structures and low parapets. As the 
largest water mains in the heavily con- 
gested district are only 10 inches, and 
the fire department being short of men 
and equipment, a fire beyond control of 
the department might extend over a 
large area.

Increases Its Capital 


At a meeting of the directors of the 
Western National Fire of Oklahoma 
City, Okla., it was decided to increase 
the capital of the company to $100,000. 
The present capital is $25,000. Already 
$16,000 has been placed at $125 per 
share, the $25 premium going to sur- 
plus. At the present time the company 
confines its business to Oklahoma, but 
it is the intention to enter other states 


as soon as the capital is fully subscribed 
and paid in. 





Receiver Brings Suit

Vandiver on Mutuals 


In his annual report Superintendent 
Vandiver of Missouri says concerning 


town mutual fire companies in that 
state: 


Several weak and unsafe fire insurance com- 
panies have been exposed and forced to quit. 
These come mostly under the class known as 
town mutual companies. More than sixty of 
this class have been operating in this state 
during the past ten years and they have all failed 
and gone out of business except seven, and 
most of these will, in my judgment, soon have to 
close up. The law under which they operate 
gives the Superintendent of Insurance little con- 
trol of them, as it expressly exempts them from 
the general insurance laws. The next legislature 
will be asked either to amend the law or repeal 
it entirely. 

The farmers mutual fire insurance companies 
are limited to counties in which they are or- 
ganized and are, therefore, managed by home 
people. ‘hey are not under the supervision of 
this department, but indirect information leads 
me to believe that they are well managed and 
are serving a useful purpose. 


No Comfort Was Received 
The Oklahoma field men were turned 
down by the governing committee of 
the Western Union in their effort to ob- 
tain its support in disciplining the 
Hartford for issuing a form on lumber 
which the field organization claims is 
in violation of its rules. The company 
refused to reform the policy. The 
field men were given a rather severe 
jolt by the governing committee.

Over Forty Licenses Are Held Up 


I am now “holding up” over forty annual state- 
ments before accepting or approving the same, 
and I can unhesitatingly state, that unless those 
companies can show up better than they appear 
from the sworn statement at hand, they will not 
be granted a license in Oklahoma. Oklahoma 
invites honest companies, companies that deal 
equitably with patrons and charge an adequate 
premium rate, but those companies not disposed 
to adhere to these conditions will not be per- 
mitted in Oklahoma, and before any company will 
be licensed hereafter the annual statement sub- 
mitted must be intelligently compiled and bal- 
ance, conditions now existing which cause the 
Oklahoma department no end of trouble in 
getting straightened out.

pany, the American Appraisal Company 
of Milwaukee, that claims to be able to 
guarantee adjustments on the basis of 
its appraisements after the fire. We 
agree to refigure the loss for our cli- 
ents after the fire, and to aid them in 
the adjustment of their loss by com- 
piling from the old appraisement and 
the records of the changes since the ap- 
praisement, a statement of what the 
actual loss is. We do not act as ad- 
justers, but only as assistants to our 
clients in complying with the policy 
coment with reference to proof of 
oss. 

Says Appraisements Are of Advantage 

Wherever our clients have suffered 
fire losses our appraisements have 
proven of very great advantage to the 
owners in complying with these policy 
conditions; and adjusters who are fair 
have become accustomed to our work 
and readily pay the losses on the basis 
of the valuations shown by our ap- 
praisements. The Regester company 
might have had the advantage of our 
assistance in ‘refiguring their loss, as we 
offered it to them, but preferred to set- 
tle the loss themselves. George E. 
Taylor, an insurance adjuster, who is 
doubtless responsible for the article in 
your paper, wrote us the same criticism 
that was published in your paper, and 
we sent him in reply a letter, at the 
same time sending copy to the J. Reg- 
ester’s Sons Company for their infor- 
mation.

Claim Criticism Is Unjust 


We are sure that no honest insurance 
official will uphold an adjuster in such 
criticism of our work as has been made 
in this instance. You will find among

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BUSINESS HONESTY 


We might logically conclude if we drew 
our deductions from much of the talk 
about insurance companies and men, that 
most of them were dishonest or at least 
were deceptive. If this were true, the sit- 
uation would be deplorable. It can not be 
denied that there is some crookedness, 
violation of the ethics and wickedness in 
high places. Compared with the business 
as a whole, it is small. Even a very lim- 
ited amount of iniquity and deceit fouls 
a large nest. One rotten apple in a barrel 
of sound ones leaves dire results. 

The insurance business, taken at large, 
is about as cleanly conducted as any 
activity that could be mentioned. It is 
far above the average. There are but few 
companies that disregard their contracts. 
The very great majority desire to live up 
to every obligation. They try to be fair. 
There is mighty little dishonesty among 
company officials. If they were false, it 
would soon be discovered and people 
would refuse to deal with them. 

The great army of agents are high 
grade men. It would be surprising if 
among the thousands of agents, there 
were not a few untrustworthy. The per- 
sonal honor of the agents is clear and 
true. Their transactions with their com- 
panies and customers are square. Their 
word is as good as a bond. It is a wrong 
viewpoint one assumes to judge the vast 
majority by a small minority of scoun- 
drels. Business men in dealing with 
agents find them absolutely trustworthy. 

To lose faith in men’s intentions by be- 
ing gauged by a crook, is folly. There 
are plenty of men everywhere whose char- 
acter and word are above suspicion. 





INTERPRETATION OF LAWS 


“Tr the insurance departments could get 
together and decide definitely what the 
new laws passed by a number of states 
mean, our company would agree to stand 
all the expenses of such a conference,” 
remarked a life company president the 
otlier day. 

This company had just had a very an- 
noying and costly experience. It had 
shaped up its policy forms according to 
the ideas of the state insurance depart- 
ment and spent something over $1,000 in 
lithographing its contracts and printing 
supplies. The company had opened a 
general agency in the state and had in- 
curred considerable expense in fitting up 
an office and financing the new agency. 

When all was ready for action, the in- 
surance department changed its ruling and 
the policies had to be entirely revamped. 
It was impossible for the agents to do 
any business because they were unable to 
deliver policies. It required more than 
two months to reconstruct the contracts, 
obtain the insurance department’s ap- 
proval and lithograph them. In_ the 
meantime the new agents, helpless and 
lacking the tools with which to work, 





left the service. When the policy forms 
were ready the agency organization had 
to be started anew. 

Frequently the laws themselves would 
not be so objectionable, could they be 
definitely and finally interpreted. Laws 
in many cases admit of various shades of 
meaning. The insurance department 
hesitates to make a ruling. The opinion 
of the attorney general is the judgment 
of but one man. The companies know 
not which way to turn. The courts have 
not passed on the laws. It is this doubt 
that renders company operations annoy- 
ing. If life insurance is to be regulated 
let the legislatures enact statutes that 
have but one meaning. 


BREADTH OF A POLICY 

One of the companies gives the acme 
of life insurance as a policy which is ab- 
solutely 

Clear in title, 

Insuring at death. 

Insuring against old age, 

Insuring against business troubles. 

Perhaps most men regard life in- 
surance only as a means of death pro- 
tection. And yet there never was a finer 
exhibition of the use of policy in busi- 
ness protection than during the recent 
financial trouble. Many, many cases could 
be recited where a man’s business was 
helped or even saved by his policy loans. 
With the stress over, agents should now 
urge that the mortgage on the policy be 
lifted. It is just as essential that the 
title to the policy be unincumbered as the 
home. One of the services the agent can 
render his assured is to urge that the 
loans be repaid and the policy kept intact 
for its original purpose. 

While a man should protect his family 
and estate, he should also keep in mind 
to make ample provision for his old age, 
when, perhaps, his producing powers 
wane. 








CREATING AN ESTATE 

D. R. Forcan, president of the Na- 
TIONAL City Bank, of Chicago, in a re- 
cent address on “Character in Business,” 
among other things advised every young 
man to begin creating an estate, however 
small it may be. He said it stiffened a 
man, made him better able to look his fel- 
lows in the eye and caused him to carry 
his head higher. Such a man feels more 
independent. He knows he possesses 
something tangible. 

Mr. Forcan’s advice is sound, but most 
young men find it difficult to save enough 
from their earnings to lay away. This is 
especially true if they are married. It 
would be difficult, however, to find a man 
of good habits who can not lay aside 
enough to pay for a $1,000 life policy. 
or even a $500 policy. That is worth 
striving and sacrificing to secure. And 
the man who pays his premium on even 
that small policy deserves respect. He 
has created an estate. Life insurance 
opens the way for men of small means 
and income to build up a possession. 
It comes into the modest home on a 


mission not only beneficent, but eco- 
nomic.

TROUBLES OF GREAT WESTERN 








Life Company at Kansas City Has 
Numerous Complications of a 
Very Serious Nature 





The Great Western Life of Kansas 
City seems to be having more than its 
full quota of troubles. Receiver having 
been appointed in Colorado for the 
Great Western Agency Company, it be- 
ing a Colorado corporation, certain 
stockholders of the agency company 
have brought proceedings at Kansas 
City, asking that a Missouri receiver for 
the agency company be appointed on 
the ground that the corporation is dom- 
iciled in Missouri and has all of its 
assets there. An effort will then be 
made to change the management of the 
Great Western Life, which is owned by 
the Great Western Agency Company. 
Meanwhile Superintendent Vindiver of 
Missouri refuses to issue a certificate 
giving authority to the Great Western 
Life to increase its capital to $600,000 
until the company has sold its original 
capital stock to individuals, owing to 
the ruling of Attorney-General Hadley 
that it is illegal for the Great Western 
Agency Company to own the stock of 
the Great Western Life. The company 
holds that it can not get a ready sale 
for its original capital of $100,000 until 
it gets authority to sell the increased 
capital. 

* * . 


It was contemplated that the in- 
creased capital stock would be sold at 
$231 a share raising sufficient tunds to 
retire the agency company and also the 
annuity or promotion certificates issued 
by the company. It is said that action 
will be brought by some of the holders 
of the annuity certificates asking that a 
receiver be appointed to take charge of 
the Great Western Life, for the purpose 
of straightening out its affairs. It is 
said that out of the $2,000,000 author- 
ized capital of the Great Western 
Agency Company, about $300,000 was 
sold and the Great Western Life is- 
sued something over $300,000 in an- 
nuity certificates. 

It develops that a large block of the 
stock of the Great Western Life Insur- 
ance Company has been hypothecated 
to raise money to pay installments on 
a note given the receiver of the State 
Agency Company of Indiana by the 
Great Western Agency Company. 
Meanwhile the business of the Great 
Western Life in imperilled and the ef- 
fect on its agency force and organiza- 
tion is very bad. In the face of all 
manner of publicity the company made 
a wonderful record for 1907, writing 
more new business than any other 
company in the history of life insur- 
ance for the first year of its existence. 


* * * 


Missouri stockholders of the Great 
Western Agency Company obtained 
from the United States circuit court, 
May 11, at Kansas City, a temporary 
restraining order against the officers of 
the agency company. Judge Pollock 
granted the restraining order prohibit- 
ing O. Van Langingham and 
other officers of the agency company 
from selling or disposing of the assets 
of the company located in Missouri. 
The order was made returnable May 13. 

This action on the part of certain 
stockholders of the agency company is 
for the purpose of obtaining a Missouri 
receiver for the agency company, which, 
of course, if granted, will give the re- 
ceiver possession of the capital stock 
and assets of the Great Western Life 
Insurance Company, as the capital 
stock is owned by the agency com- 
pany. A receiver for the agency com- 
pany was granted in Colorado upon the 
application of President Van Laning- 
ham, and if the federal court grants the 

issouri receivership it may result in 





collision between the courts. The ob- 
ject of the complaining parties at Kan- 
sas City is said to be getting control of 
the Great Western Life and changing 
management.

INTEREST TAKEN IN OUTCOME 








Cases Against Former State Life Of- 
ficers to Come Up this Month and 
Rumors are Afloat 





The suits against Andrew M. Sweeney 
and Samuel Quinn, former president 
and vice-president respectively of the 
State Life, to recover $50,000 from each, 
alleged to have been received by them 
for buying the State Life building from 
the Churchman heirs for $950,000, is ex- 
pected to come to trial at Danville, Ind., 
this month. The story of Wm. F. 
Churchman, chief figure in the deal, has 
never been heard, as he was not in the 
state when the investigation into the 
deal was made by the insurance depart- 
ment. It is rumored that he will ap- 
pear at the trial and testify that he got 
the $100,000 commission that figures in 
the deal. When the charge was made 
that Messrs. Sweeney and Quinn had 
received this amount, they strenuously 
denied it, but their inability to get 
Churchman to testify at the time made 
it impossible for them to clear them- 
selves then. They therefore gave up 
their offices, insisting that in time they 
would be vindicated. It has been as- 
serted that they resigned only to save 
the property from a receivership which 
Governor Hanly threatened in case 
they refused to quit; and there has 
been a story to the effect that when 
they resigned they did so under a writ- 
ten agreement that they should be re- 
stored to office upon their being cleared 
of the. graft charges. Whether this 
story had a foundation in fact is not 
known. 

Meanwhile the new management has 
become well intrenched and is handling 
the company excellently. In case the 
Churchman testimony exonerates 
Messrs. Sweeney and Quinn, there is 
some speculation as to whether they 
will seek to regain their old offices. 


Equitable Life Loses 

A verdict of $14,805.38 was returned 
by the jury in Judge Tarrant’s court at 
Milwaukee, which sat in the case of 
George P. Seidel, administrator of the 
estate of George W. Goes, against the 
Equitable Life of New York. The ac- 
tion was brought to recover $13,000 
claimed to be due on a $10,000 endow- 
ment policy, with interest. 

It was contended by the company 
that Mr. Goes had lapsed in the pay- 
ment of his last quarterly payment of 
$216.10, it being due May 27, 1905, with 
an additional thirty days of grace, but

The question of his being 
a suicide, however, did not enter into 
the litigation further than to establish 
the fact that on previous occasions 
when he had lapsed in his payments, 
that Mr. Goes was alive and in good 
health when the money was received, 
and he reinstated to his full rights as a 
policyholder.

Now Reported That the Modern Wood- 
men Will Not Readjust Its Rates 
This Year

stood that the rate readjustment will be 
delayed, thus affording this fraternal to 
get deeper in the mire. Here is what

Says: 

The Modern Woodmen of America has been 
the chief offender among all the fraternities in 
the matter of “cheap” rates. Its course in this 
pie, owing to its immense membership, 

as been a distinct menace to right doing among 
the orders on the question of rate readjustment. 
For years the National Fraternal Congress has 
been hindered by the Modern Woodmen in its 
work of bringing all societies to a right rate 
basis because of its great membership and the 
conspicuous position held by some of its officers 
in the congress. It has had every consideration 
has been “shown,” coaxed and truckled to until 
its procrastination in rate readjustment has be- 
come a menace to the whole fraternal system. 
Its managers have assured the congress time and 
we of a sincere desire to meet the demands 
of the hour in this vital particular. Head Con- 
sul Hawes, of the Modern Woodmen, has re- 
cently set forth in an exhaustive report the mor- 
tality experience of the society, and has shown 
that its present rates on the basis of the National 
Fraternal Congress tables which he says are the 
lowest that can safely be used, are sufficient to 
provide for only 40 cents on the dollar of its 
promises to pay, and that its liabilities to its pres- 
ent members on the same basis are six hundred 
millions of dollars in excess of the order’s ability 
to pay on its present rates. Past Head msul 
Northcott and others of its officers have endorsed 
Mr. Hawes’ report and recomendations looking 
to a readjustment of rates so that the society 
may be perpetuated. 


COMMENTS ON THE NEW RULE 








New York Commercial Explains Effort 
of New York Life to Reduce 
Suicide Losses 





The New York Commercial com- 
ments as follows on the new rule of the 
New York Life not to write in excess 
of $100,000 on any life until twelve 
months elapses: 


The management of the New York Life has 
notified its agents to write no more of the so- 
called incontestable polices in excess of $100,000 
in any twelve months. This incontestable policy 
is the policy without a suicide clause. It was 
first brought into the life insurance business by 
the late John A. McCall in 1892, soon after he 
left the position of state superintendent of in- 
surance, to become president of the New York 
Life. Since that time the licy has been a 
distinctive feature of New York Life business. 
Insurance men say that it was the greatest thing 
Mr. McCall did to secure business for the com- 
pany. 

This particular policy is stamped “‘incontest- 
able after date of issue.” If a policyholder has 
paid his premium, his beneficiary gets the money 
without any protest whatever, no matter what 
the cause of death. Neither the Equitable nor 
the Mutual has written such a policy, and the 
feasibility of writing it has long been a matter 
of discussion between adherents of the various 
companies and of argument between rival agents. 

In limiting the amount to be written on the 





incontestable policies, the New York Life has not 
surrendered the principle that an insured should 
secure for his heirs the full face value of his pol- 
icy under any circumstances whatever. It has 
simply made is impossible for anyone intending to 
commit suicide to harm the company by mulcting 
it in too large an amount. The company has sui- 
cide statistics extending over twenty or more of 
years and is satisfied that the general policy of 
writing an incontestable policy is both fair to 
the policyholder and good business as far as the 
company is concerned. On the whole, New York 
Life agents claim, the benefits far surpass the 
occasional losses at the hands of those who take 
out policies with suicidal intent. : 

The late Charles Coster had a policy of $100,- 
000 in the New York Life. The policy was taken 
out two months ago and was payable to his wife. 
The company has also lost recently through a 
suicide in St. Louis, and through many others 
of small amount. Accountants in the company’s 
offices keep a careful record of all losses in cases 
of suicide or in cases resembling suicide, and 
they have reported to the management that the 
losses in the past six months have ded 
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probably on account of business troubles, the 
losses of any previous period as far as the ratio 
is pattie | 

The increase is by no means large, but in no 
previous period of the same length has the per- 
centage of suicide losses to the total been so 
great. 


CASE TO COME TO TRIAL NOW 








United States Court Desides Policy- 
holder in National Life & Trust 
Has Cause of Action 





Des Moines, May 13.—(Special)—AI- 
exander L. Watson, an original policy- 
holder of the old National Life & 
Trust Company, may now have his case 
against the National Life, U. S. A,, 
tried. The United States circuit court 
of appeals of the eighth district has just 
handed down its decision. The first 
company was absorbed by the National 
Life, U. S. A., at that time of Wash- 
ington, but later of Chicago. 

The National Life & Trust was or- 
ganized in Iowa about nine years ago 
but was not primarily a life company. 
Policies were issued to mature in ten 
years, and it was specified in the poli- 
cies that at maturity the policyholders 
should draw out their premiums paid, 
plus the accumulated earnings. 

Nearly a million and a half in securi- 
ties were deposited with the auditor at 
the time the Des Moines company was 
taken over by the eastern concern. The 
eastern company made an attempt to 
take up the policies issued and issue its 
own policies instead. This was done in 
several thousand instances. 

Watson brought suit in the Polk 
county courts in October, 1906, to have 
the funds in the hands of the auditor 
taken by a court of equity and distrib- 
uted among the policyholders of the 
original company. The National Life, 
U. S. A., took the case to the United 
States court and Judge Smith McPher- 
son held that Watson had no cause of 
action. Watson appealed to the circuit 
court of appeals, which has now over- 
ruled Judge McPherson. 

The National Life’s securities now 
held by Auditor Carroll have increased 
from $2,000,000 to $2,500,000 in the

COMMENTS BY MR. VANDIVER 








Missouri Superintendent Says Life In- 
surance is Much Improved But 
Fraternals Need Attention 





The following is some of the com- 
ment on life insurance made by Super- 
intendent Vandiver of Missourj in his 
annual report, advance sheets of which 
have been prepared: 


The new laws passed by the last legislature 
and the celings promulgated by this department 
have placed the insurance business on a higher 
plane than ever before. Rebating has almost en- 
tirely ceased; special contracts and other dis- 
scriminating features of insurance policies have 
been gy age and all stock schemes and agency 
devices for coupling life insurance with other in- 
vestment projects are now prohibited by law. It 
gives me special pleasure to add in this connec- 
tion that nearly all the life insurance companies 
and their representatives are in hearty accord 
with these reforms. 


Many of the large fraternal associations have 
demonstrated that they can handle the funds of 
their members at a smaller ratio of e se 
than the regular insurance companies and are 
distributing annually large sums of money among 
the beneficiaries of deceased members. The 
true fraternal society is a blessing. But I am 
persuaded that some of them are organized 
merely for the profit or advantage of the pro- 
moters. A society that requires two dollars of 
expense to carry one dollar of benefits has no 
reason to exist. Therefore, it is to be hoped 
that the next legislature will give us some needed 
legislation along this line. 


Cleveland Life’s Policy 

Superintendent Lemert of Ohio has 
issued a statement in answer to criti- 
cisms of the department for permitting 
the Cleveland Life to issue “guaranteed 
income” policies in which he says he 
has been advised by the attorney-gen- 
eral that as the law now stands the de- 
partment cannot prevent it. He says 
it will be different when the Stewart 
standard form policy law goes into ef- 
fect Jan, 1 next, and intimates that he 
will then stop it. 

In this connection Superintendent 
Lemert says: 


The article in THe Western UNDERWRITER 
concerning special contracts sets forth substan- 
tially the attitude of the Ohio department. The 
attitude of the department always has been and 
still is one of opposition to these special con- 
tracts, as not being sound business policy, but 
the attorney-general of Ohio is the legal adviser 
of this department, and he advised us that the 
policy in question of the Cleveland Life is legal, 
as the law now stands, so there was nothing for 
us to do but to sanction it. 

_When the Stewart bill (H. B. No. 967) pro- 
viding for standard forms of policies goes 
into effect Jan. 1 next the department will have 
some discretion in cases like this, but it can 
do nothing now. I am not saying what our line 
of action will be, but we will have power to 
act, which we have not now, and as I said, the 
department, in line with most other insurance 
departments of the states, is opposed to such 
forms of policies.

Since January 1 the Security's 
net increase in insurance in force has 
been about $4,000,000, the item on 
May 1 being $19,400,000. The company

Rock Island Company Organized 
The First Savings Bank Life Insur- 
ance Company, which Fred Bode and 
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Milton Denny have been promoting, 
was organized at Rock Island last week 
with $100,000. The officers are as fol- 
lows: President, L. S. McCabe; vice- 
president, Philip Mitchell; secretary, 
a Thompson; treasurer, T. J. Me- 
dill.

Promoters Indicted for Fraud 
The promoters of the Fiscal Agency 
Company of Kansas City, which had a 
general agency contract with the Kan- 
sas City Life, which was cancelled by 
the Kansas City Life, have been in- 
dicted by the grand jury for fraud. 
Large blocks of this agency company 
stock were sold. The agency company 
was general agent for the states of 

Kansas, Nebraska and Oklahoma. 


Sells Goes to Missouri 

The Security Life Insurance Com- 
pany of America of Chicago which has 
just entered Missouri, has appointed J. 
B. Sells, general agent at St. Louis, to 
appoint agents and look after the com- 
pany in the eastern half of the state. 
Forrest Braden of Kansas City will be 
general agent for western part of 
Missouri. 

Mr. Sells has been the company’s 
general agent in Indiana for some time 
and has done a very large business.

The new Century Life is being or- 
ganized at Topeka, Kan. J. W. Haughey 
and L. G. Beal are the promoters.

R. Carroll is superintendent of agents 
and Paul L. Woolston, actuary. 





States Assessment Law 

In the case of F. Opocensky vs. John 
A. Dampster, in which Opocensky re- 
fused to pay premiums on a policy on 
account of the alleged insolvency of 
the Bankers Reserve Life Association, 
the supreme court of Nebraska granted 
judgment to the appellee and stated, in 
connection with the method of deter- 
mining the solvency of mutual com- 
panies that “in determining the financial 
condition of an insurance company, or- 
ganized under the natural premium or 
mutual association plan, its probable 
income from premiums upon policies is- 
sued must be taken into consideration.” 
It is further held that mutual company 
need deposit no securities with the state 
auditor until such time as the company 
may accumulate a reserve. In 1899, at 
which time the action arose, the Bank- 
ers Reserve owed $3,000 on unpaid 
losses and $15,631 to its officers. In cash 
and premiums due its assets were only 
$10,572 but premiums on policies issued 
were expected to amount to over $22,- 
000 in 1900. 





Dividends of Provident L. & T. 

Some agents of competing companies 
are calling attention to amount of divi- 
dends paid by the Provident Life & 
Trust, as given on page 52 of the Spec- 
tator Pocket Index, viz: $1,060,634, and 
also the amount given on page 91, as 
apportioned for 1908, viz.: $610,000, 
which they take to show a serious re- 
duction in the company’s dividends for 
1908. 

The facts are that the fiscal year of 
the Provident Life & Trust begins July 
1 and ends June 30. Prior to July 1, 
1907, the directors of the company de- 
cided upon the dividend scale to be em- 
ployed during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1908. At the time the annual 
statement of the company was made, 
Dec. 31, 1907, no apportionment of the 
dividends had been made for the last 
six months of 1908, and consequently 
the company could report only the 
amount of dividends apportioned for 
the first six months of 1908, viz.—$610,- 
000, as given on page 91 of the Pocket 
Index. 

Since Dec. 31, 1907, however, the di- 





rectors have formally approved the divi- 
dend scale for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1908, and the apportionment for 
twelve months 1908 is about $1,270,000, 
and is therefore considerably in excess 
of the amount paid in 1907. The same 
scale is used but on a larger volume 
of business. 


Working the Rural Field 


The Midland Mutual Life of Colum- 
bus, Ohio, is finding much advantage in 
working the rural fields of Ohio. Lot 
H. Brown, superintendent of agents, 
said last week that if the life insurance 
investigations in the east had done 
nothing else, they had educated the 
farmers as to the value of life insur- 
ance. There has been a great increase 
of business among the farmers, he said, 
since the completion of the investiga- 
tions. The Midland Mutual is making 
no effort outside of the state, though 
it may go into West Virginia later, for 
the convenience of agents living along 
the upper Ohio river. But it has more 
than 250 agents at work in Ohio, most 
of whom are working among the farm- 
ers and in the small towns. Its busi- 
ness for April, Mr. Brown said, was 
more than double that of April, 1907. 
As an example of the success in the 
rural fields, he cited W. S. Hartman and 
S. H. Crawford of Warren, who last 
month wrote 25 completed applications 
in a little village in the northeastern 
part of the state, several miles from a 
railroad. 








A. H. Bennett, formerly with the Northwest- 
ern Life at Grand Rapids, has taken the general 
agency for the western half of Michigan for the 
Provident Life & Trust. He has opened offices 
in the Ashton building, Grand Rapids, and will 
place agents in the principal towns in his terri- 
tory.

INTEREST IN ASYLUM BONDS

Failure of Indiana Contracting Firm 
Catches Some of the Surety Com- 
panies at Madison 





The failure of Canfield & Co., con- 
tractors for the new Indiana insane 
asylum at Madison, will catch a number 
of surety companies. When the con- 
tract was let, the amount involved was 
$1,000,000, although the state had only 
appropriated about $400,000. The con- 
tractors agreed to complete certain 
buildings first up to the amount of the 
appropriation but took the entire con- 
tract on the basis of $1,000,000 provided 
the legislature at a later session made 
the extra appropriation, which it did. 
The Aetna Indemnity secured the bond 
for the first part and reinsured some 
of it. When the legislature met again 
and the further appropriation was made, 
another bond for the remainder was 
given by the Aetna Indemnity. It was 
reinsured in some of the companies that 
helped it out on the first bond and the 
rest was given to others. 

In the reletting of the contract after 
the failure the lowest bid was $1,200,- 
000, or $200,000 more than the original 
bid. A question has been raised as to 
whether an institution can exceed in 
letting a contract the amount appro- 
priated by the legislature. However, 
the trustees take the ground that the 
surety is liable and they are not in- 
volved as to the extra amount. 

Just how the liability of the reinsur- 
ing companies will be determined owing 
to the two bonds and parts of the con- 
tract remains to be seen. 

One surety man thinks judgment will 
have to be entered for the full amount 
against the Aetna Indemnity and then 
the court will have to fix the amounts 
due from the reinsuring companies. 

The companies are the Bankers 
Surety, Empire State, Munich Reinsur- 
ance, National Surety, People’s Surety, 
Title Guaranty & Surety. 





Will Have a Stock Company 

A. P. Cornelius, formerly with the 
American Guaranty Company of Chi- 
cago, has gone with the new Loyal Ac- 
cident of that city to take charge of the 
agency work. It is now licensed as an 
assessment company, but a stock com- 
pany is being organized to take it over. 
Salesmen are being employed to sell 
stock. 





Most Companies Hold Aloof 

The Fidelity and Deposit Company 
is the second of the surety companies 
to accept the kind of banking and trust 
company bond drafted by the Indiana 
department. The other companies still 
chafe under the auditor’s ruling and re- 
fuse to accept business on the lines laid 
down and which they still maintain is 
contrary to the Indiana law, which 
gives the officers of banks something to 
say as to the kind of bond that shall be 
furnished. The companies have left the 
field to the Federal Union Surety, for 
whose especial benefit the complaining 
companies say the bond was drawn. Un- 
der the department’s decision, these

PRESIDENT WARFIELD’S VIEW 





Thinks That Surety Situation Is Now 
Improving, but That Educational 
Work Is Necessary 





Edwin Warfield, president, and Fred 
S. Axtell, superintendent of agencies, 
of the Fidelity & Deposit, spent part 
of last week in Chicago on a trip 
they are making through the west. 
Conkling, Price & Webb, general 
agents of the company at Chicago, 
had them as guests at several functions, 
where an opportunity was given to meet 
some of the prominent business and 
financial men of the city. On Thurs- 
day a luncheon was given at the Union 
League Club, at which several of the 
leading contractors of the city were 
guests, thus enabling Mr. Warfield to 
get a closer insight into the conditions 
surrounding contract bonds in Chicago. 
On Thursday evening Conkling, Price 
& Webb gave a dinner to visiting gen- 
eral agents and their office staff at the 
Chicago Athletic club. This was in the 
nature of a birthday celebration for 
President Warfield. On Friday Mr. 
Warfield met at luncheon the com- 
pany’s local directors, presidents of 
several banks and judges of some of 
the courts. . 


After a number of years spent in 
official duties as governor of Maryland, 
Mr. Warfield comes back to the active 
management of his company with cer- 
tain broad plans to the carrying out of 
which he proposes to devote consider- 
able of his attention. In nearly thirty 
years’ close association with the surety 
business he has seen it pass from the 
pioneer days when the Fidelity & De- 
posit and the American Surety were 
the only American companies actively 
engaged in it and when they both made 
money and laid the foundations of their 
present strength, through the period 
of increased competition, to senseless 
scrambling for business at any rate, 
demoralization, and loss of money, to 





the present time when a reaction is | 
setting in. 

Mr. Warfield believes that the condi- 
tions in the business are now some- 
what improved. The men in it see that 
there is no profit for the companies 
as it has been conducted in the past 
few years. He believes that there 
must be a return to conservative 
methods. It was the Fidelity & De- 
posit which was at the bottom of the 
movement which led to the 10 per 
cent rule’s being adopted by the de- 
partments of the federal government. 
Mr. Warfield hopes soon to see the 
executives of the various companies to 
come to a better understanding with 
each other to the end that unbridled 
competition on cut-rate lines may be 
brought to a close.

The volume of business the Fidelity 
& Deposit has been doing is quite 
satisfactory to its president, although 
he proposes to increase it as rapidly 
as it can be done along profitable lines. 
To this end the company will conduct 
something of a campaign of education. 
It will seek to impress the public with 
the superiority of corporate over per- 
sonal suretyship and to bring home 
strongly to judges and public officials 
the duty they owe to their wards and 
the people they are elected to repre- 
sent, to insist upon the very best surety 
that can be secured. On his present 
trip Governor Warfield is taking these 
questions up with judges and officials. 
He lays special stress upon the fact 
that where competent surety companies 
issue fiduciary bonds their agents and 
attorneys take off from the hands of 
the court much of the labor of seeing 
that the estates are properly admin- 
istered as well as furnish bonds entirely 
beyond comparison with the average 
personal bond. Mr. Warfield regards 
it as much the duty of a court to dis- 
tinguish between the various surety 
companies whose bonds are offered 
as among the various investments 
fiduciaries may offer for approval. 





Hearing on Receivership 

A hearing was given this week in 
Detroit before Judge Hosmer on peti- 
tion of the attorney-general for a re- 
ceiver for the American Health and 
Accident, which has been absorbed by 
the United States Accident. President 
Eyre of the American said the reason 
he had not filed a report with the in- 
surance’ department was because of the 
agreement to merge with the United 
States Accident, and the report of that 
company had been filed. 

Three cases were instanced by the 





attorney-general in which it was al-! 
leged the company had failed to pay j 
claims. Two of these Mr. Eyre said | 


were paid before the present action 
was begun and a third he said was con- 
tested. 

Under cross-examination he said the 
assets of the company amounted to 
about $100 over and above $3,000 which 
it has on deposit with the state depart- 
ment. He thought there was about 
$500 in pending claims and about $1,500 


in process of collection. The premium 
income of the company last year, he 
said, was about $22,000. 

The deputy attorney-general claimed 
that the failure to file a report was a 
violation of the express command of 
the statute and also that the company 
was incapable of doing a legal business 
‘in Michigan because its license has been

M. C. Willis, arbiter of the Cleveland 
plate glass compact says the agents of 
the Pennsylvania Casualty have not in- 
dicated their intention of retiring from 
the agreement and he declares further- 
more he has heard nothing from the 
home office. He asserts that so far as 
he knows the Pennsylvania Casualty 
agents and all others are satisfied and 
he does not believe the compact will 
go to pieces. Mr. Willis resents the 
criticism visited on him wherein it was 
stated he discriminated against the 
Pennsylvania Casualty in running down 
charges. 

However, it seems that the Pennsyl- 
vania Casualty wrote Mr. Willis some 
days ago. a letter practically withdraw- 
ing from the agreement and the com- 
pany assumed its letter had been con- 
strued in that way. The company took 
the ground that there had not been fair 
play in the conduct of the Cleveland 
compact. 





Inconsistency of Rates 

The inconsistency of surety bond 
rates current at present as a result of 
the fierce competition for business is 
clearly demonstrated by bids submitted 
to the government by the various sur- 
ety companies for bonds covering In- 
diana officials. There were ten of these 
bonds, of which two were for $60,000 
and four were for $40,000. The follow- 
ing bids, which were opened last Sat- 
urday, show an interesting diversity as

Reduces Automobile Rates 
The American Fidelity has reduced 
its automobile rates on machines of 
over twenty horsepower. The new rates 
are $20 for electric machines of any 
horsepower. For gasoline and steam 
machines, the rate is $30 for not above 
twelve horsepower, as in the past, and 
$1 for each additional horsepower, in- 
stead of $2 as in the past. For each 
additional insured, specifically named, 
the rates are as follows: One person, 
15 percent additional; two persons, 25 

percent; three persons, 35 percent. 





Landlord’s Liability Cases 

Three suits have already been filed 
against owners of the hotel property 
at Fort Wayne, Ind., and the proprie- 
tors of the hotel, one for $5,000 and the 
others for $25,000 each, on account of 
injuries received by guests in the recent 
fire. The complaints allege that the 
defendants permitted the building to be 
unsafe, with insufficient fire escapes, 
with furnace close to wooden joists, 
also for failure to comply with the law 
requiring ropes or chains in each room 
and to have lights showing the way to 
the fire escapes. 

Other suits are threatened by rela- 
tives of some of the twelve persons 
killed, and some of these suits will make 





the city also defendant on the ground 
that it did not have proper protection 
against such fires. To sustain this it 
will be charged that it took the firemen 
twenty minutes to raise the extension 
ladder.

$1 increase per horse power up to 20 
H. P.; $2 up to 30 H. P. and $3 above 
that. By riders, the company covers 
property damage, damage to owner‘s 
machine and also gives accident insur- 
ance. The company will cover the ma- 
chine in foreign countries. 





Work on Liability Rates 

The Spectator Company, 135 William 
street, New York, has just issued “A 
Method of Deducing Liability Rates,” 
by Frank E.. Law, second assistant 
secretary of the Fidelity & Casualty. 
The price is $1. 

Mr. Law some years ago devised the 
method of deducing rates, which the 
Liability Conference adopted in 1901, 
and in this pamphlet he outlines this 
method at considerable length. It will 
be found of much value to those inter- 
ested in the scientific side of liability 
underwriting. 





Closing Up Receivership 

Another step has been taken in the 
settlement of the claims against the de- 
funct United Farmers’ Mutual Live 
Stock Protective Association of Edger- 
ton, Ohio, by the sale of the real estate 
turned over by former President 
Charles M. Harris, against whom a 
judgment for $30,000 was_ recently 
given. The amount received for the 
property was $13,800. Since the sale, 
the court has ordered the receiver to 
prepare an itemized report on all ap- 
proved losses and pay them at the rate 
of 35 percent of their face value. Com- 
pensation was also allowed the receiver 
ay his attorneys to an amount of $6,- 

This company was incorporated in 
1900 and when it became insolvent three 
years later had $1,000,000 insurance in 
force. When the suit for a receiver 
was brought it was shown that the 
company had collected $36,000 in pre- 
miums from Nov. 4, 1902, to Feb. 25, 
1903 and that only $6,250 of this had 
been paid out in losses. It was claimed 





that the officers had converted the re- 
mainder to their own use. With this 
settlement the receivership is nearing a 
conclusion as not much is left for dis- 
tribution, although some accounts will 
probably be disposed of later on.

Considerable 
contractors’ liability insurance is being 
reported to general agencies from out- 
side of Chicago.

PUTTING UP LIGHTNING RODS 





Fire Marshal Creamer of Ohio Gives 
Some Practical and Simple Sug- 
gestions in Bulletin 





As to the erection of lightning rods, 


Fire Marshal Creamer says: 

A rod should form a circuit from the ground 
along the comb of the building to the ground 
again, If on a dwelling, it must be so placed 
that the chimney from the cook stove can 
be protected. In a two-story house having a 
one-story kitchen the danger is less from the high 
chimneys, for during the thunderstorm season 
they rarely have issuing from their throats the 
column of hot air that lightning loves, but the 
cook stove, like death, has all seasons for its 


own. 

The old instruction that a rod must not be 
bent in a circle having a radius of less than a 
foot need not be observed, for Prof. Monroe 
Hopkins, lightning rod expert of the navy, finds 
that voltages up to 1,800,000 travel a rod bent 
into a series of w’s as cheerfully as a straight 
one. 

A rod should not be run over a porch be- 
cause of the liability of the human body to 
draw a stroke from it as does the cow from the 
wire fence. 

The holdfasts should be of a material that can- 
not rust, and should keep the rod at a distance 
of an inch or two from the roof or wall. 

The practice of holding wire cable on a build- 
ing by driving iron nails through it is bad. 
Copper being electro-negative to iron a galvanic 
battery is formed when rain water gets between 
it and the nail and the nail-head is soon eaten 


off. 

The lower five feet of a barn rod should be 
boxed to protect it from wagons and from 
animals which might use it for a scratching post. 

When a lightning flash jumps an open joint in 
a rod it makes a heat like that of an electric 
arc lamp, which is four to five thousand degrees 
F. This is more likely to result in damage to 
the rod than to the — but is a reason 
for holding the rod from the building. 

A cluster of points should be placed above 
each gable and chimney and the space between 
the clusters on the roof comb should not be 
greater than 20 feet. The tips should be plated 
to keep their points bright and sharp so that 
they will prevent strokes by making easy the 
escape of induced electricity. But they must be 
heavy enough to stand a bolt of ordinary power 
without melting. 

The two ends of the rod must go near enough 
to the underground water beds to be in earth that 
is always moist. In most situations this can be 
done with a spud. If the building is an expen- 
sive one a mass of iron, a load of charcoal or 2 
copper can should be secured to the end of the 
rod. A rod should not be grounded on the upper 
side of a bank barn because of the difficulty in 
reaching permanently moist earth. Last sum- 
mer a stroke went down a rod so grounded and 
following a chain from the wall to a cow, killed 
her. Independent grounds are preferable to 
water or gas mains. 

Professor Henry of the United States Weather 
Bureau insists that “the system of ——_ be 
devised and erected by a thoroughly competent 
person.” 

The idea that a rod that is broken off above 
the ground is a source of danger is foolish. 
“If the grounding is bad the lightning don’t 
take the rod at all,” says Sir Oliver Lodge. 

The time is near when farm insurance com- 
panies will make a separate classification for 
rodded buildings and will inspect the rods each 
spring.

FOR LOCAL AGENTS. 














There is perhaps no way in which 
agents can explain to an insured the 
working of the 80 percent coinsurance 
or reduced rate clause so briefly and 
clearly as by tabulating for him his own 
case. Suppose the value of the prop- 
erty is $10,000 and the insurance $5,000; 
the tabulation would be along the fol- 
lowing lines:

Insurance required by 80% clause $8,000

Question—In “Pointers for Local 


Agents,” in reply to question: “A man 
dies and leaves to his adult children his 
homestead, subject to the life use of the 
widow, who is charged with the care 
and maintenance of the premises. 
Widow has no title, but it is clear that 
during her life the premises are de- 
signed for her use, benefit and enjoy- 
ment. Now, after the estate has been 
fully probated and final judgment en- 
tered, in whose name would it be prop- 
er to issue a policy on the said home- 
stead property so that all interests 
would be properly and fully covered. 
Would it be proper to issue policy to 
widow alone and could she collect if 
building were destroyed by fire?” 

You give three ways. It appears to 





ple, to-wit: “Heirs of John Doe Es- 
tate.” This, I think, would protect all 
interests and would also serve whether 
the children were all adults or not, and 
save endorsements showing the various 
interests. What do you think of it? 

Answer—With reference to the ques- 
tion to whom a policy should be issued 
where there is a life estate, we believe 
that your plan of issuing policy to 
“Heirs of John Doe Estate” is not defi- 
nite enough. If an administrator was 
still in charge of an estate, a policy 
could be issued to him and all interests 
would then be protected. After the es- 
tate is settled there might be some ques- 
tion as to who are the heirs, unless 
same had been established by the court. 
At ‘any rate a company would run a 
risk in paying a loss claim to persons it 
might consider heirs, because some one 
else might come in and claim to be an 
heir and sue for a portion of the loss. 
This has been the case in some _ in- 
stances where losses have been settled. 
Ordinarily a policy issued as you sug- 
gest would be all right in case of a 
loss. Probably instances might arise 
where it would be difficult to tell 
whether all the heirs had been account- 
ed for. Again, all the heirs would have 
to sign the papers in connection with a 
loss and if they are scattered there 
might be considerable delay and an- 
noyance. By issuing a policy as we 
suggested there is a definite title to it 
and no question could arise at the time 
of the loss, as to who should have the 
money. 


Question—Are rubber stamp signa- 
tures legal on a policy? 

Answer—No company of repute 
would take advantage of the technical- 
ity of a policy signed by a rubber stamp 
and yet it is not legal even though the 
stamp is a facsimile of the written sig- 
nature. To be legal a stamped signa- 
ture must be witnessed the same as any 
other mark in lieu of the written sig- 
nature. An unwitnessed stamp signa- 
ture would be illegal unless it could be 
proved by witnesses that it was affixed 
by the person named. 


Question—Please furnish us with the 
names of some reputable union fire 
companies handling farm business, and 
also some companies handling hail- 
storm in Indiana. 

_Answer—The following union compa- 
nies write farm business: Aetna Insur- 
ance Company, Cincinnati; Phenix In- 
surance Company, Home building, Chi- 
cago; Home Insurance Company, Home 
building, Chicago; Shawnee Fire Insur- 
ance Company, Topeka, Kan.; German 
American Insurance Company, Ameri- 
can Trust building, Chicago; Insurance 
Company of North America, Erie, Pa. 
There are some other companies that 
write farm business in a more or less 
irregular way, but these are the com- 
panies that have a well established farm 
business. 

We do not know that there are any 
companies writing hail business in In- 
diana, although the Aetna a few months 
ago attached a hail rider to its tornado 
policies, for an additional premium.
